Figst Principle Is to Keep Fore-

Two of the most finished dancers of 
whirlwind figures in vaudeville are 
Sammy Weston and Sidney Clare, who 
come to the Empire theater the first 
half of next week as features of the 
Orpheum vaudeville bill.

They don't tire them- 
selves by uselessly contracting their 
muscles, and when the time comes to 
land the punch, there Is steam behind 
It. 

“Now notice how this works out, In 
simply standing still, Stand with your 
head and shoulders thrown back, you 
will notice that you are slightly off 
your balance, and that the position 
looks stiff and awkward, Muscles 
have to contract to keep one in that 
position, and {ft not only Nooks bad, but 
is actually uncomfortable. Now no- 
tice the difference, when you stand 
naturally you are erect, yet you are

“The first principle of easy and 
graceful standing is to keep the fore- 
head on a line with the ball of the 
foot, and the forehead should be on a 
line directly above, ,:

INCOMES WILL BE 
TAXED IN AUSTRIA; 
STRONG PROTESTS 


Vienna, April 11—After a parliamen- 
tary wrangle, continuing over a year, 
the new income tax bill has been pas- 
sed finally and the Austrian tax payer 
finds himself in sympathy with the 
American citizen In figuring out the 
worst that can befall him. 

The taxing of incomes ts not a new 
‘thing in Austria, but the revised sys- 
tem has so many new points that it 
will practically be beginning all over 
again, The new law will exempt alto- 
gether more than half a million of 
present taxpayers, but will so raise the 
fate of taxation all around that an in- 
creased revenue may result. The chief 
improvement is in favor of the poor 
man, ang the new burdens fall htav- 
lest upfn the bachelors and persons 
without children and persons with in- 
comes of more than $2,000 a year. 

The bachelor tax requires that such 
persons having none depending upon 
them will have to pay 15 per cent ad- 
ditfonal on the amount of their income 
tax, Also persons having only one 
other to provide for, such as married 
persons without children, will be re- 
quired to pay an additional 10 per cent. 

Tho fight in Parliament over the 
new bill was almost entirely upon the 
amount of the minimum annual income 
liable to taxation, Under the o)d law 
the tax began upon incomes as small 
as $250 a yéar, The Social Democrats, 
or Socialist party, urged that it was 
a great Injustice to subject wage- 
earners with such small incomes to 
the tax even though it amounted to 
$1.50 a year, especially In view of the 
enormous increase which has taken 
place in the cost of living since the 
present scale of income taxation was 
fixed, 17 years ago. The Socialists 
demanded that the minimum income 
should be fixed at $260, A com- 
promise was finally reached, establish- 
ing the minimum income Hable to tax- 
ation at 3320,' 

In addition to the 500,000 or more 
taxpayers who will escape assessment 
altogether, the new law will also bene- 
fit the working classes generally, since 
it provides where wife and children are 
working their earnings will not be 
reckoned In with those at th® head of 
the family for assessment, except in 
case the wife and children earn more 
than $320 a year. 

An instance of the Increases which 
will affect the wealthier classes may 
be studied in the case of a merchant 
with an income of $10,000 now paying 
a tax amounting to $352. The new 
law puts him up to $421, and, if he 
happens to be a bachelor, he must pay 
$480, an Increase of 40 per cent on 
his former taxation,
